With two English travellers, whom I had known in 
Italy, 1 pulled out of the bay in a caique, and rati down 
nnder the wall of the city, on the side of the sea of 
Marmora. 
For a mile or more vve were beneath the 
wall of the seragli», whose small water-gates, whence 
90 many victims have found 


“ Their w ay to M arm ora w ith o u t a boat,” 


are beset, to the imaginative eye of the traveller, with 
the dram atis persona of a thousand tragedies. 
One 
smiles to detect himself gazing on an old postern, with 
his teeth stiut hard together, and his hair on end, in the 
calm of a pure, silent, sunshiny morning of September ! 
W e landed some seven miles below, at the Seven 
'Towers, and dismissed our boat to walk across to the 
Golden Horn. 
Our road was outside of the triple walls 
o f Stamboul, whose two hundred and fifty towers look 
as if they were toppling after an earthquake, and are 
overgrown superbly with ivy. 
Large trees, rooted in 
the crevices, and gradually bursting the thick walls, 
overshadow entirely their once proud turrets, and for 
the whole length of the five or six miles across, it is one 
splendid picture of decay. 
I have seen in no country 
such beautiful ruins. 
At the Adrianople gate, we found a large troop of 
horsemen, armed in the wild manner of the east, who 
had accompanied a Houineliote chief from the moun­ 
tains. 
'They were not allowed to enter the city, and 
with their horses picketed on the plain, were lying in 
groups, waiting till their leader should conclude his au­ 
dience with the seraskier. 
'They were us cut-throat 
looking a .set as a painter would wish to see. 
'The e.x- 
treme richness of eastern arms, mounted showily in sil­ 
ver, and of shupe-s so cmnbersome, yet picturesque, 
contrasted strangely with their ragged capotes, and torn 
leggins, and their way-worn and weary countenances. 
Yet they were almost without exception fine-featured, 
and of a resolute expression of face, and they had flung 
themselyes, as savages will, into attitudes that art would 
find it ditlicult to improve.

law and not the bench gives them this instruction— and 
the officer to whom the law refers them , for legal in­ 
formation, is the prosecuting attorney, 
lie is under 
their direction, not they under his. 
T he Judge has no j 
mine right to instruct the Grand Jury, than that Jury | 
has to instruct him , and to do it, is to loose the charar- j 
ter of the Judge, iu assuming that, to a certain degree, of 
die accuser. 
It is, to some extent, prejudging cases, and 
hi this view is objectionable, but when under this pre­ 
tence, the Judge reads to the jury a literary or polilicul 
to ilily, intended nut merely for them , but the public, 
i d much of which may be offensive to some o f the 
arm s, it is still more objectionable, inasmuch as it 
seems t*> be an invasion of their rights, and an insult to 
their anderstnndingH.

ate branches of the court, und harm the interests o f par- 
th s who may be thereby indicted. 
Having thus expressed our opinion against the right 
and propriety of these politico-judicial acts, we shall 
proceed to aunlyae some of the principles the Judge lays 
down, which appear to be as objectionable for their m at­ 
ter, as for the manner in which they have been promul­ 
gated.
